TUE GREAT T U N N E L . 
If the work eba'l e ver be completed, 
the tunnel under the Hudson river from 
Jersey City to New York, will be the 
greatest engineering 
feat cf modern 
tim es. The distance is 5.G00 feet, a little 
over one mile. 
The work was begun 
several years ago and stopped for want 
of funds; ‘’but lately work was resumed 
tinder the auspices of English capitalists, 
who, after §1,000,OGO had been already 
expended upon the big hole, have in ­ 
vested §2,500,000 more in a mortgage 
upon it. 
The Jersey City end has ad 
vacced 1,840 feet and the other end GOO. 
Its slow progress is due to the character 
of the stratum through which it is pushed.

until 1843, when it was opened to foot pas­ 
sengers. 
The tunnel is 1,200 feet be­ 
tween the main shafts, and cost $2,273,- 
000.

pallbearers carried the casket to the hearse 
and tho muffled drums to<5k up tho march 
to tho cathedral. 
The funeral procession was one of tho 
largest ever seen in Chie&go. 
There wire 
fully h.OOO in lino, representing upmorous 
societies and organizations. 
Tho ptme fo* 
making the arrangements for the funeral 
had necessarily been limited, but tho cere* 
monies wore grand and impressive. 
The crowd in the vicinity of tho armory 
numbered 15,000 persons. 
The streets 
were lined with people from the Fifst Cav­ 
alry armory on Michigan avenue to Holy 
Name cathedral and back again to tho

To tho solemn strains of tho “ Dead 
March from Saul” the funeral cortege 
slowly entered tho church.

the massive casket containing the remains 
was borne to tho bier in front of th$ altar. 
Directly following tho pall-bear<»rg can)* 
the principal mourners: John J. Cronin Of 
Bradfork, Ark., a brother of the dead 
man; Mrs. John Carroll, a sister, who with 
her husband came from St. Catharines, 
Ont.; William Taylor, a cousin; Mr. and 
Mrs. T. T. Conklin, Mrs. HOTman, Mrs. 
Persch, and Mr. and Mrs. Boreman. 
When the funeral party was seated tho 
reserved seats in the center ailsb were 
filled with personal friends of Dr. Cronin 
and members of tho societies with which 
ho was identified. 
Tho officiating clergy, 
attended by cross-bearer, censcf-bearers, 
and a number of acolytes, and robed lh 
the embroidered black vestments used iii 
the funeral service, entered tho sanctuary 
and tho requiem high mass, that most 
solemn offico on behalf of tho dead, was 
proceeded with. 
Signs of emotion wero 
quite general in the great throng when, in 
tho course of his eloquent tribute to tho 
personal character of the deceased, the 
preacher, the Rev. P. J. Muldoon, alluded 
to the atrocious infamy that could encom­ 
pass the destruction of one generously 
bound upon an errand of mercy to the in­ 
jured and possibly tho dying.

C h ic a g o , May 27.—Peter McGoehan, 
formerly of Philadelphia, recently of Pull­ 
man, and later of Chicago, was arrested 
Sunday morning at an early hour. It was 
suspected that ho might know something 
of interest in connection with the Cronin 
case. 
Ho was put in one of the cells of 
tho central station, and the detectives and 
the police department generally! were in­ 
structed to maintain the strictest secrecy 
in regard to the matter. 
Mr. McGeehan came to this city about 
two months ago. 
Ho is a blacksmith by 
trade. 
Ho left a lucrative position in 
Philadelphia some seven weeks ago. 
Ile 
also, it is said, left a wife and an interest­ 
ing family in that city, and since ho came 
to Chicago he has done little work. 
He 
sought employment at Pullman, obtained, 
it, and worked a fow days. 
Tho major 
portion of tho time, it Is alleged, ho spent 
in saloons, whore ho was a boon compan­ 
ion of tho enemies of Dr. Cronin and a 
eulogist of Cronin’s most malignant antag­ 
onists. 
His disappearance from Philadelphia at­ 
tracted attention. 
It is said of him that 
he was one of those who opposed 
Dr. 
McCalsey and Dr. Cronin, and eulogized 
those who opposed them. 
He came from 
tho same part of Ireland where a noted 
leader of tho old Clan-na-Gael organiza­ 
tion was born. 
Ho boasted of his kinship 
with that person. 
Tho story goes that since he came to 
Chicago McGeehan has associated with the 
enemies of Cronin and that he expressed 
an enmity for the doctor, even going so 
far as to make threats against him. 
It ii 
said that his remarks reaching the ears of 
Cronin tho latter remonstrated with Me- 
Geehan. 
These statements were made by 
several prominent Irish-Americans who 
were 
told 
of 
McGeehan’s 
detention, 
They also said 
that Dr. 
Cronin met 
McGeehan 
one 
day 
opposite 
his 
ollico on 
Clark 
street, and challenged 
him to repeat the statements he had made 
concerning him (Cronin) in a Randolph 
street saloon. 
McGeehan, they say, raado 
a halting apology. 
Theso men say that 
since Lo Caron’s testimony was published 
McGeehan has tried to impress on his 
friends that Cronin wa: one of the inform­ 
ers referred to in Le Caron’s evidence. 
Ho was put down as one of the men whorn 
Le Caron said would be executed if their 
names were published. 
The persons who gave the foregoing in­ 
formation say that McGeehan answered to 
tho description given by Mrs. 
Conklin of 
the man whojdrovo tho buggy from the 
house on North Clark street tho night of 
Cronin’s disappearance. 
They say he also 
answers to tho description of ono of tho 
Williams brothers given by Mrs. Carlson. 
Tho other alleged brother bears a close 
resemblance to a bartender, a former 
Philadelphian, who has been McGeehan’s 
good friend and chum since tho lattor 
came here. 
To-day a number of people will bo taken 
to seo McGeekam to ascertain if be bears 
any resemblance to peoplo they have 
described. 
A Philadelphian now temporarily re­ 
siding in tho city, and who was instrumen­ 
tal! in bringing about tho arrest of Mc* 
Ge chon, said in reference to the mat.er, 
“ It would have been wrong not to arrest 
McGeehan. 
Ho was constantly preaching 
against Cronin, and of all tho persons who 
wero hostile to tho doctor he was the worse. 
When ho camo hero ho associated with 
thoso opposed to Cronin and who regarded 
a former leader in Irish societies as little 
less than a god. 
He made the acquaintance 
of Coughlin, and through him met othor 
persons who nro partisans of tho obnox­ 
ious leader of tho Clan-na-Gael Irishmen 
of this city. 
When 
Dr. 
Cronin remon­ 
strated with McGeehan about bis threats 
it is said that McGeehan was furious and 
became more violent and more frequent in 
his denunciations of tho doctor than he 
had been 
before. 
Now, 
tho question 
arises, did his threats have any bearing on 
subsequent developments? 
Did his com­ 
panions hero sympathize with his views? 
It is rumored that ho was acquainted with 
P. O. Sullivan of Lake Viow as well as 
Detective Coughlin. 
It is reported that he 
greeted tho icoman as an ‘old comrade. ’ 
He made tho rounds with Coughlin. 
He 
looked on Coughlin as a valuable man. He 
often said so.” 
A strong rumor is prevalent that P. O. 
Sullivan, the ice man, 
been arrested. 
Calls at tho various police stations on the 
North Side, as well as tho Central station 
and Harrison streot(bring tho invariable 
reply that thoro is nothing in tho story. 
D e te c tiv e C o u s in In in C u s to d y . 
C h ic a g o , 
May 
27.—When 
“Dan’ 
Coughlin of the Chitago detective for,a 
was locked up on Saturday on suspicion of 
complicity in the foul conspiracy that led to 
Dr. Cronin’s murder, tho crowning sensa­ 
tion of the caso thus far was reached. 
Was it possible that one of the sworn 
guardians of tho i>eace was himself an ac­ 
cessory to a fghastly crime! 
This question 
ricw from mouth to mouth, and, 
pending 
the star-chember actions of(the authorities, 
no one dared answer. 
As a result of the exposure of Detective 
Coughlin’s knowledge as to tho man who 
acted as Dr. Cronin’s decoy two confer­ 
ences were held on Saturday between 
Mayor Creiger, 
Chief Hubbard, 
Lieut 
Elliott, Corporation Counsel Hutchinson, 
Attorney W. J. Hynes, and Col. 
W. 
P. 
Rend. 
Tho accused detective wasjbrougfit 
before them and subjected to a searching 
examination. 
At tho close of the last ex­ 
amination of Coughing it was 6:30 p. rn. 
and the detective was not only suspended 
from duty but placed under arrest. 
Tho officials wero very reticent as to 
Coughlin’s admissions, if he made any, but 
Chief Hubbard admitted that things looked 
very black for him. 
The chief said he had 
been deceived in some things and would 
make a thorough investigation. 
One of tho most surprising features of 
Coughlin’s connection with the case is that 
Mike V\ halen, another detective who, with 
Coughlin, was detailed on the Cronin case, 
is a brother-in-law of Sullivan, the ice 
man. 
Coughlin has admitted to Chief 
Hubbard that Smith, the man who took 
the white horse from Dinan’s stable at 
Coughlin’s order, gave him $3 to pay for 
the horse and afterward left the city for 
New Mexico. 
Tho apparently inexplica­ 
ble part of Coughlin's case is the fact that 
whon he was sent out to bring in this man 
Smith he returned with the statement that 
Smith was all right and had left tho city 
that afternoon. 
At l l o’clock Saturday night Mayor 
Cregier, Chief Hubbard, and Attorney 
Hynes went to tho Chicago avenue station 
and had a long conference with Capt. 
Schaack regarding Coughlin’s connection 
with the caso. 
There had been a long pre 


vious conference with Coughlin in the 
Mayor’s office, and when they reached the 
Chicago avenue station Capt. Schaack was 
already there, having been brought from 
home by a messenger. 
Pat Dinap, the 
livery mac, and “Don,” his hostler, were 
summoned.

The hostler also confirmed 
this statement. 
After 
the conference 
Chief Hubbard told the reporters that 
after summing up tho evidence they had 
decided to hold Coughlin as a “witness. 
He was therefore kept under arrest. 
The most startling rumors have been cir­ 
culated regarding the enmity of Detective 
Coughlin to Dr. Cronin and the probable 
reasons why he is at least aware of the 
identity of the assassins. 
Many of the 
friends of Dr. Cronin are outspokeu in 
their assertions that Coughlin was a spy in 
tho local camps of the Irish Revolutionary 
brotherhood. 
It is well known that Dr. 
Cronin and his supporters wero actively 
prosecuting a search for information which 
would fasten the crimes of embezzlement 
and treason on certain leaders in the Irish 
Revolutionary brotherhood. 
It is now claimed that the detective, 
Coughlin, has boon for some time acting as 
a spy to keep the accused parties informed 


most sensational disclosures are promised 
regarding a general system of espionage 
on Cronin’s actions, which.it is claimed, 
will implicate a large section of tho Chi­ 
cago police force. 
C ronin D ied as a Spy. 
The police have been put in possession of 
facts which, if true, are far more startling 
than was ever expected cor cerning Dr. 
Cronin's murder. 
It has been clearly 
shown by the dead man’s friends that hii 
removal was ordered by a committee in 
somo way representing tho Clan-na-Gael 
society. 
Charges of traitorous conduct 
were preferred against him at a meeting of 
a Clan-na-Gael camp; ho was found guilty 
and his removal was ordered. 
The chnrgo was based on the statement 
of the British spy, Le Caron, that there 
were four more spies in America. 
When 
Le Caron made the statement on the stand 
before tho Parnell commission, he was 
ordered to state tho namos of the spies. 
He said ho dared not do it, because if they 
were known they would bo murdered. 
Presiding Justice Hannan then took him 
into a closed ante-room, and in tho pres­ 
ence of Mr. Richard Webster, the Attor­ 
ney-General, who is conducting the prose­ 
cution, and Sir Charles Russell, Parnell’s 
attorney, Le Caron stated the names. 
Within forty-eight hours after this news 
was cabled across from Europe, nearly 
every Clan-na-Gael camp in America had 
met and passed resolutions declaring in 
favor of a rigid hunt for the four spies. 
Tho finger of suspicion, justly or unjustly, 
was pointed, among others, at Cronin. 
A 
committee was appointed to try him. 
He 
was convicted without 
being 
given a 
chance to make a defease, and his assas­ 
sins 
wero brought hero 
from outside 
points to carry out the mandate of tho 
committee. 
Tile latter was chosen by 
secret ballot. 
Positively 
nothing is known of the 
evidence that was produced to bring about 
the conviction, but it is stated on good 
authority that it was furnished by men 
who 
wore 
unfriendly to Dr. Cronin. 
It 
consists 
of 
telegrams, 
letters 
and affidavits. 
It seemed almost over­ 
whelming, and Cronin was declared a 
traitor. 
His removal was ordered under 
tho clause in the Clan-na-Gael by-laws 
which says that a man can bo “removed' ’ 
for traitorous conduct. 
Tho word re­ 
moved simply means death. 
T ra c e * o f tliei A s sa ssin s. 
It has been ascertained that tho bloody 
trunk which contained the body of Dr. 
Cronin was ono sold by the A. H. Revel! 
Furniture company last Feburary. 
This 
is an important clew, as the goods 
found 
at the house 1872 Ashland avenue wero 
also purchased from the Re veil company 
by the same parties. 
Tho furniture and 
trunk were sold about Feb. 20, ana 
tho 
purchaser is described as a man of medium 
build and height wearing a closely cropped 
black mustache. 
He bought a beadstead, 
mattress, commode, 
brureau, 
rocking- 
chair, lamp, wash bowl and pitcher, a 
Bachel, and trunk. 
He ordered a heavy 
strap for the trunk and one of unusual 
weight was’given him. 
Tho furniture wtis 
delivered in room 12, 117 Clark street, by 
Revell’s men, who laid the carpet on tho 
floor. 
No. 117 Clark street is directly op­ 
posite the Chicago Opera House building, 
where Dr. Cronin had his office. 
Room 12 
fronts on Clark street. 
Tho same man 
who bought the furniture of Revolt ap­ 
plied to Knight & Marshall, tho renting 
agents of the building, on Feb. 19, to rent 
room 12. 
He was told that the whole 
seven rooms on tho fourth floor, including 
room 12, wore for rent together, but not 
separately. 
The stranger at onco engaged 
tho whole floor, paying $42 for a month's 
rent in advance. He h id no references and 
said ho wanted the room for a friend in 
Michigan who was corning to Chicago for 
medical treatment. 
Ho was allowed to 
take possession. 
A month later Mr. Knight sent his col­ 
lector to get another month’s rent, but tho 
rooms were all vacant nrd tho stranger 
had disappeared. 
Tho furniture was also 
gone. 
The date of his disappearance tal­ 
lies with tho date of tho advent of a 
stranger to rent the cottage on Ashland 
avenue. 
It Is established almost beyond a 
doubt that the same man purchased tho 
trunk from Revell, rented the place en 
Clark street, and tho cottage on Ashland 
avenue and ulso drove tho white horse on 
the night af Cronin's disappearance. 
Tho 
renting of the Clark street placo was 
evidently for tho purpose of shadowing tho 
ill-starred doctor’s movements 
Further examination of 
the cottage 
where tho murder took placo reveals tho 
fact that a severe struggle must have 
taken place beforo tho victim was ren­ 
dered unconscious. 
Tho blood stains on 
floor, walls, Mid furniture are profuse and 
terrible. 
Hero and there are strands of 
hair sticking to the congealed blood. 
Tho 
supposition i? that Dr. Cronin must have 
received several blows before losing con­ 
sciousness and the ability to defend him­ 
self. 
There are finger prints and foot­ 
marks 
showing that 
the assassin 
or 
assassins must have lost presence of mind 
and s u;ht in a bungling fashion to cover 
tho evidences of their terrible crime. 
Coughlin** "Frlfiid” Smith. 
If William J. Smith, who says ho is at 
present in the employ of S. E. Gross, tells 
the truth, Detjdive Coughlin’s “unknown 
Smith,” the man for whom he says ho or­ 
dered a hoive at tho North Clark street 
livery stable on the night of the disap­ 
pearance of Dr. Cronin, is more than ever 
a mystery. 
At the socialistic meeting at 
Waverly hall yesterday afternoon, L. C. 
Crowley who lives at 68 West Chicago 
avenue, approached a reporter and said: 
“ Would you like to see Smith for whom 
Coughlin says he ordered a horse?” 


G u t h r i e , I. T., May 27.—E. A. Weed, 
claimant to a lot on First and Second Har­ 
rison streets, also claimed by Mr. Hayes, 
engaged a large force of men and began 
Sunday morning to erect a building over 
and around the other claimant. 
Tho ag­ 
grieved party was soon reinforced by a 
largo party of friends and idlors who were 
standing around tho street corners.

Ho selected as the opening 
hymn tho one beginning: 
'‘salvation, O the joyful sound, 
’Tis pleasure to o u r ears: 
A sovereign balm fo r every wound, 
A cordial to our fears.” 
Tho text was: 
“If I wash myself with 
snow' water and should I cleanse my hands 
in alkali yet shalt thou plunge me in the 
ditch, and my own clothes shall abhor mo.” 
—Job, ix., OO, 31. 
Somo people try to cleanse their soul of 
sin in the snow water of fine apologies. 
Hero is a man who says: “I am a sinner; I 
confess that; but I inherited this. 
My 
father was a sinner, my grandfather, my 
groat-great-grandfather, and all tho way 
back to Adam, and I couldn't help my­ 
self.” 
My brother, have you not every 
day of your life added something to tho 
original estate of sin that was liequeathed 
to you? 
Are you not bravo enough to con­ 
fess that you have sometimes surrendered 
to sin which you ought to have conquered? 
I ask you whether it is fair to put upon 
our ancestry things for which we ourselves 
are personally responsible? 
If your na­ 
ture was askow when you got it have you 
not sometimes given it an additional twist? 
Will all the tombstones of those who havo 
preceded 
us 
make 
a barricado high 
enough for eternal defenses? 
I know a 
devout man who ha I blasphemous paren­ 
tage. 
I know a pure man whose mother 
was a waif on tho street. 
I know an hon­ 
est man whose father was a thief. 
Tho 
hereditary tide may bo very strong, 
but 
there is shell a thing as stemming it. 
The 
fact that I have a c rrupt nature is no rea­ 
son why I should yield to it. 
The deep 
stains of our soul can novor be washed out 
by tho snow water of such insufficient 
apology. 
Still further, says somo one: 
“If I havo 
gone into sin it has been through my com­ 
panions, 
my comrades, 
an i associates; 
they ruined mo. They taught me to drink. 
They took me to the gambling hell. 
They 
plunged mo into the house of sin. 
They 
ruined my soul.” 
I do not believe it God 
gave to no one tho power to destroy you, 
or mo. 
If a man is destroyed he is self­ 
destroyed and that is always so. 
Why did 
you not break away from them? 
If they 
had tried to stoal your purse you would 
Lave 
knocked 
them down; 
if 
they 
had tried to purloin your gold watch you 
would have riddled them with shot; but 
when they tried to steal your immortal 
soul you placidly submitted to it. 
Those 
bad fellow's have a cup of fire to drink; do 
not pour your cup into it. 
In this matter 
of the soul overy man for himself. 
That 
those persons are not fully responsible for 
your sins I prove by the fact that you still 
consort with them. 
You can not get off 
by blaming thorn. 
Though you gather up 
all theso apologies; though there were a 
great flood of them; though they should 
come down with the force of melting 
snows from Lebanon, they could not wash 
out one stain of your immortal soul. 
Still further, some people apologize for 
their sins by saying: 
“ We aro a groat 
deal better than some people. 
You see 
people all around about us that aro a great 
deal worse than wre.” 
You stand up col­ 
umnar in your integrity, and look down 
upon those w’ho are prostrate in their hab­ 
its and crimes. What of that, my brother? 
If I failed through recklessness and wicked 
imprudence for $10,000, is the matter 
alleviated at 
all 
by 
the fact 
that 
somebody else has failed for $100,000, 
and somebody else for $200,000? 
Oh, no. 
Ifjl havo tho neuralgia shall I refuse medi­ 
cal attendance because my neighbor has 
virluent tyhphoid fever? The fact that his 
discase is worse than mine—does that cure 
mine? 
If I, through my foolhardiness, 
leap off into ruin, does it break tho fall 
to know that others leap off a higher cliff 
into deoper darkness? 
When the Hudson 
river rail train went through tho bridgo at 
Spuyfcen Duyvil did it alleviate the matter 
at all that instead of two or threo people 
being hurt there wore soventy-flvo man­ 
gled and crushed? Because others 
aro 
depraved is that any excuse for 
my 
depravity? Am I better than they? 
Per­ 
haps they had W'orse temptations than I 
havo had. 
Perhaps their surroundings 
in 
life 
wore 
more 
overpowering. 
Perhaps, 
O 
man, if you had 
been 
under tho samo stress of temptation instead 
of sitting here to-day you would havo been 
looking through the bars of a penitentiary. 
Perhaps, O woman, if you had been under 
the samo power of temptation instead of 
sitting horo to-day you woula be tramping 
the street tho laughing stock of men and 
the grief of tho angels of God, dungeoned, 
body, mind, and soul, in the blackness of 
despair, 
Ab, do not let us solace ourselves 
with tho thought that other people aro 
worse than we. 
Perhaps in the future 
when our fortunes may change, unless God 
prevents it, we may Le worse than they 
are. Many a man after thirty years, after 
forty years, after fifty years, after sixty 
years havo gone to pieces on the sandbars. 
Oh, instead of wasting our time in hyper­ 
criticism about others let us ask ourselves 
the questions, Where do we stand? 
What 
are our sins? What are our deficits? What 
are our perils. 
What our hopes? Let each 
one say to himself: 
“Where will I be? 
Shall I range in tho summery fields or 
grind in the mills of a great night? Where? 
Whore?” 
Somo winter morning you go out aud 
see a snow-bank in graceful* drifts, as 
though by somo heavenly compass it has 
been curved, and as the sun glints it the 
luster is almost insufferable, and it seems as 
if God had wrapped the earth in a shroud 
with white plaits woven in looms celestial. 
And you say: 
so pure as tho 
snow’?” 
But you brought a pail of that 
snow- and put it upon the stove and melted 
it; and you found that there was a sedi­ 
ment at tho bottom, and every drop of 
that snow was oiled; and you found that 
the snow-bank had gathered up the im­ 
purity of tho field, and that after all it 
was not fit to w ash in. 
And so I say it 
will be if you try to gather up these con­ 
trasts and comparisons with others and 
with those apologies attempt to wash oat 
the sins of your heart and life. 
It will be 
an 
unsuccessful 
ablution. 
Such 
snow 
water will never wash away a single stain 
of an immortal soiA 
But I hoar somo one say: 
“I will try 
something better than that. 
I will try the 
force of a good resolution. 
That will be 
more pungent, more caustic, more extir­ 
pating, more cleansing. 
Tho snow water 
has failed, and now I will try the alkali of 
the goo], strong rasolution. ” 
My dear 
brother, have you any idea that a resolu­ 
tion about the future will liquidate the 
past? 
Suppose I owed you $5,000 and I 
should com; to you to-morrow and say: 
“ Sir, I will : ever run in debt to you 
again: ii I should live thirty years I will 
novel run i t ’.bt to you again;” will you 
turn to in 
r. say: 
“If you will not run 


in debt In the future I will forgive you tho 
$5,000? Will you do that? No! 
Nor will 
God. 
We have been running up a long 
§coro of indebtedness to God. 
If for the 
futuro 
we 
should 
abstain 
from 
sin 
that 
would be 
no 
defrayment 
of past indebtedness. 
Though you should 
live from this time forth pure as an arch­ 
angel before the throne that would not re­ 
deem tho past. 
God in tholBible distinctly 
declares that Ho* “ will require that which 
is past”—past opportunities, past neglects, 
past wicked words, past impuro imagina­ 
tions, past everything. 
The past is a 
great cemetery, and overy day is hurried 
in it. 
And hero is a long row of 355 
graves. 
They are the dead days of IBBS. 
Here is a long row of 165 more graves. 


vast cemetery'of the past. 
But God will 
rouse them all up with resu rrectio n ary 
blast, and as tho prisoner stands face to 
face with juror and judge, so you and I 
will have to come up and look upon those 
departed days face to face, exulting in 
their smile or cowering in their frow n. 
You see from the last part of this text 
that Job’s idea of sin was very different 
from that of Eugene Sue, or George Sand, 
or M. J. Michelet, or any of tho hundreds 
of writers who have done up iniquity in 
mezzotint and garlanded the wine cup 
with eglantine and rosemary and made tho 
path of the libertine end in bowers of ease 
instead of on the hot flagging of eternal 
torture. 
Y ou see that Job thinks that sin 
is not a flowery parterre; that it is not a 
tableland of fine prospects; that it is not 
music, dulcimer, violoncello, castanet, and 
Pandean pipes, all making music together. 
No. 
He says it is a ditch, long, deep, 
loathsome, 
stonchful, 
and 
we are 
all 
plunged into it, and there we w allow and 
sink and struggle, not able to get out. 
Our robes of propriety and robes of world­ 
ly profession aro saturated in the slimo 
and abomination, and our soul, covered 
over with transgression, hates its covering, 
and the covering hates the soul until wo 
are plunged into tho ditch and our ow n 
clothes abhor us. 
I know that somo modern religionists 
caricature sorrow for sin, and they make 
out an easier path than the “pilgrim’s 
progress” that John Bunyan dreamed of. 
The road they travel does not stop where 
John’s did, at tho city of Destruction, but 
at thh university; and I am very certain 
thqt it will not come out where John’s did, 
nuder tho shining ramparts of tho celestial 
city. 
No repentance, no pardon. 
If you 
do not, my brother, feel that you aro down 
in the ditch, what do you want of Christ 
to lift you out? 
If you have no apprecia­ 
tion of the fact that you are astray what 
do you want of Him who came to sook and 
savo that which was lost? 
Oh, that God’s eternal Spirit would flash 
upon us a sonse of our sinfulness!

Bible tells the story in letters of fire, but 
we get used to IL 
Wo joke about sin. 
We make merry over it.

object of desire by right means. The 
noble life is a life which serves others. 
The highest service is to save. What 
was thus said of Jesus may be said of us* 
We should all ask to deserve this tes­ 
timony. “He saved others.” 
Connect­ 
ing the thought with Memorial Bay the 
pastor continued :— 
“ Again we publicly remember a class 
of persons who deserve and have from us 
the same testimony, our honored patriot 
dead. The infant boy who was held up 
to see the boy s in blue oome marching 
home in the trinmph of peace, if living 
now has, by several years passed his ma­ 
jority. Yet after that interval of twenty- 
two years we freshly and appropriately 
remember those brave defenders of the 
Union, whose gravestones whiten many 
a battlefield, and are found in thousands 
of cemeteries and in our own. 
Of each 
one the testimony may with reverence be 
repeated, “He saved others; himself he 
did not save.” Some indeed of those 
who died in our 
late war enlisted 
and 
seived 
from 
no 
particularly 
patriotic motives. 
Others also, who 
seryed most faithfully, (by the good 
providence of God), came out of the 
great struggle unhurt, or at least with 
life, which in many cases is continued to 
this day. It is fit, however, that we 
should thus annually 
deoora'e the 
graves and honor the memories of those 
who in the days of the nation’s peril and 
for its safety gave ap their lives. From 
the equally honorable but living] partici­ 
pants of that strife, these have beei. set 
apart by the solemn seal of death. We 
should remember them not only as a si. 
lent army but also as individual soldiers. 
We should remember that over each 
grave may be written the noble epitaph, 
“ He saved others; himself he did not 
save;” 
For the most part these honored dead 
enlisted, marched, served, fought and 
died from patriotic motives. Whether 
they had before been called English, 
Welsh, Scotch, Irish, German, French, 
Norwegian or Negroes, in the army they 
were (and called themselves) American 
soldiers, loyal to the United Staten. We 
ueed not disparage the bravery of those 
who fell in the “Lost Cause,” for that 
would only discredit our own. Neither, 
in my judgment, should we oppose the 
publio annual remembrance by souther­ 
ners of the brave boys in gray. Their 
acknowledged valor bas earned its dec­ 
orations. Theirs, however, is but honor 
given to bravery alone and for its own 
sake. 
Theirs are the graves of those 
who died tor a mistake and a wrong and 
without success. 
They ueither saved 
themselves nor any others. We honor our 
dead for their valor and also for their 
victory. 
With more honorable and 
grateful feelings, therefore, should we 
remember cur brave dead, because al­ 
though they saved not themselves, yet at 
the coBt of their own lives they did save 
otheis, even ourselves. 
We appropriately celebrate Decoration 
Bay, then, for these three reasone: First, 
and leaat, as a well deserved tribute to 
the bravery of patriot dead— 
To be brave iu defense of what you 
value and believe right is the only hon­ 
orable course. If your convictions are 
worth anything, they are worth defend­ 
ing, yet how few are really valiant for the 
truth upon the earth. There is plenty of 
animal bravery among men, like the de­ 
fense of one’s own body from harm or the 
defending of seme one else merely for re­ 
ward. But the defense of agreat national 
right against a national wrong that main- 
tanence of the Union at the risk of the 
soldier b life required a bravery which the 
mere eighteen dollars a month oonld not 
buy, and for which the highest salary was 
not over pay • Only those who them­ 
selves carried gun an i knapsack or 
sword and actually served on the weary 
march and in the shock of battle, they 
only know what such service means. 
And whea thoee brave men fell, whether 
on thejmarch or in oamp during the 
long siege or in 
the 
stirring battle 
charge.—whether suddenly 
while on 
picket guard at night or after long and 
weary days in the hospital,—when that 
bravery was 
sealed 
by 
deaeh, th6 
Bpirit 
and 
example thus displayed 
became a part cf our highest ideal cf 
life. They saved others; themselves they 
did not save. To be faithful unto death 
is to deserve that crown of life the un­ 
dying remembrance of the living. Such 
faithfulness was theirs. We most honor 
their bravery because it was not mere 
animal boldness but fidelity to duty. At 
the oost of their own lives they helped 
save the nation’s life. Standing to the 
great Gettysburg cemetery, Lincoln most 
fitly said: 
We do not, we cannot con­ 
secrate this ground. It is our part rather 
here to consecrate ourselves anew to the 
service of fieedom. Let that be the 
meaning of this annual ceremony. 


2. Again in the public exercises of 
Memorial Day we testify not only to our 
soldiers’ bravery but also to their actual 
service. They saved the nation from dis­ 
union and disruption.
